Queen Victoria and Emperor Francis 
J oseph were long er than that of the 
noted French king .

for the infant king for eig ht y ears, 
and, althoug h he is assumed to have 
reig ned from the ag e of thirteen, his 
rule was only nominal. 
Victoria was 
eig hteen when she ascended the throne 
and 
Francis J oseph 
the 
same ag e 
when he took up the scepter during a 
period of revolutionary ex citement in 
18 48 . 
Francis had a troubled reig n. 
Last voar his health was critical, and 
his country men were surprised when 
he rallied to g reet the German princes 
In his palace last May and to stand 
the ordeal of a three dfiy s’ review o f 
the historical pag eantry ' which was the 
chief feature of the y ear’s anniversary 
ceremonies the following month.
